“ That the crop, taken as a whqje, has been 
very m aterially damag ed there can be no 
do ubt, 1 ut the ex ten t o f the injury depends 
m uch upon the variety o f the wheat, the

ble dam ag e to the w inter wheat, and m any

The ex ceptio nally open w inter caused the 
w heat to g row very rank, and the blades 
were so far advanced when the fro sts cam e 
that the roots were fully* pro tected iu m o st 
sectio ns, and no injury resulted. 
This Is true 
o f all the heavy w heat-g ro w ing 
co unties, 
and 
iu 
the 
bo tto m lands 
o f 
all 
sec­ 
tio ns, but where the land was very thin th** 
dam ag e is reg arded as seriously affecting the 
prosjhjcts of tw o months ag o o f a full crop, 
t\ hilt* the blades apj>ear to be burnt bs* the 
frost and the wheat hus suffered in this re­ 
spect, it i* not sufficient to cau-c any uneasi­ 
ness am o ng farm ers, and it is believed that 
seaso nable rains w ill bring it out and fully 
o verco m e what little dam ag e has resulted. 
The same repo rts sho w that peaches have 
been pretty g enerally killed, but it is no t 
tho ug ht that apples, pears, and cherri *.* have 
suffered.
